site, lawsuits consolidate

The board of directors of the 
Village of Antioch unanimously 
approved (with one absent) the writ- 
ten findings and conclusions pre- 
pared by village attorney Donald 
Anderson regarding the board's 
decision to deny the Neumann 
Homes petition calling for 1,240 
homes on 634 acres along Rte. 173. 

Anderson read only the three 
final pages of the 10-page report that 
included general background infor- 
mation and the history of events sur- 
rounding the Neumann Homes 
quest. 

In short, the board found that 
the developer was seeking a 
"greater dwelling unit density 
than should be permitted given 
the guidelines set forth in the 
Comprehensive Plan and the pol- 
icy statement of the village board 
at the time that the property was 
annexed to the village." 

With the amendment of the 
PUD (planned unit development) 
ordinance, "open space and space 
allotted for recreational use are no 
longer required to be included in 
determining maximum density." 
For that reason, the board rejected 
the density calculations of the peti- 
tioner. 

Anderson said the board was 
exercising its discretion as* to 
"whether or to what extent" to allow 
for maximum density in this situa- 
tion. He added that the board gave 
"independent weight" to the factors, 
such as traffic, in denying the peti- 
tion. 

Continuing with the findings 
Anderson said, "The primary means 
of storm water detention for 
drainage basin three is Homer White 
Lake. In the judgement of the board, 
this violates the Lake County water- 
shed development ordinance which 



* 

provides that detention in 'isolated 
waters' of Lake County is prohibit- 
ed." 

With regard to trees and the vil- 
lages revamped tree ordinance, 
Anderson said the. board found 
Neumann Homes' response to its 
commitment to comply with the vil- 
lage "varying and equivocal." 

•He added, "There is no present 
assurance that the village will be 
able to supply sanitary sewer con- 
nections to the development. ..an 
entitlement should not be granted 
where the proposed development is 
much too dense for spray irriga- 
tion." 

Anderson then sited the village's 
financial difficulties and said it is not 
expected that it will be able to 
increase municipal services such as 
police and fire protection. 

The report concluded: "The 
health, safety and welfare of the 
Village of Antioch, including its abil- 
ity to preserve its character, to pro- 
vide municipal services to its resi- 
dents, to protect and enhance its 
quality of life, and to manage its 
growth in a fiscally and environ- 
mentally sound way, are relevant 
factors that must be balanced 
against the rights of property owners 
and developers in regard to special 
uses of property." 

According to Anderson, the 
entire 10-page report will be posted 
on the village's web site at 
www.antioch-il.org. 

After the meeting, Anderson 
said Lake County is presenting a 
motion before Judge John 
Goshgarian to have the lawsuits of 
Neumann Homes and Deercrest 
combined. 

"For Antioch, this is another 
procedural matter to deal with," said 
Anderson. "It could create some 
problems with us in terms of coun- 
sel as well as just the timing of the

Antioch Shotokan Karate demonstrated 
its usual dominance at the Amateur Athletic 
Union (AAU) State tournament over the 
weekend held at Lake Zurich High School.

In addition, the 
developmentally delayed do not 
receive the spiritual nourishment that 
other parishioners do. 

I Traditional religious education 
does not work for those with special 
needs.

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Waiting To Be Invited 
a study in coura 
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o one today would think twice about four black women setting out to grab a bite at a 
big department store in downtown Atlanta. 

But in 1964, the year in which S.M. Shephard-Massat has set her spirited play, 
"Waiting To Be Invited," times were different. Civil rights were still being defined. 
Society was so racially divided that whites-only lunch counters were common in many 
parts of the country. . 

Shephard-Massat's drama, making its Midwest premiere at Chicago's Victory Gardens 
Theater, focuses on the fear and trepidation that four ordinary but resolute women had to 
overcome when they decided to put to the test a Supreme Court ruling banning segregation. 

As one of the characters keenly observes late in the second act, "One day, nobody will care. 
This will be old hat." 

However, at the time, besides a hostile reception, the woman didn't know what to expect. 
Would someone try to poison them or, at the very least, spit in their food? Would they be over- 
charged or, worse yet, dragged off to jail? Up until the last moment, they wrestled over their 
motives for being mere and waffled over whether to carry out their mission. 

"Waiting To Be Invited, "directed by Ilesa Lisa Duncan, features three doll factory co-work- 
ers, played by Irma P. Hall (in a bravura performance), Jacqueline Williams and Velma Austin - 
along with a friend (played by Kimberly Herbert-Gregory).* Together, they have agreed to chal- 
lenge the system. On the bus ride downtown, neither the black driver (Kenn Head) nor an 
elderly white passenger (Mary Ann Thebus) can sidetrack them from their goal. 

Shephard-Massat's lively characters dress in their Sunday clothes and speak with a real-life 
fervor. Mary Griswold's sets are simple but effective.

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deal with each friend's individual needs. 
Helpers find out their friend's life experiences 
by getting to know their friends and their 
families. If a bird's nest is used as part of a • 
lesson, helpers may know when their friends 
had once found a bird's nest or seen it in a 
tree, and helpers can better relate the lessan 
to their friends. 

At 9:30 a.m. every other Saturday 
morning, parents come to the SPRED facility 
at St. Gilbert and other parishes to drop off 
their children. Helpers greet the children and 
invite them to participate in the activities 
available. Though many have trouble at 
school, they quietly play games together, 
sharing toys, or listening as a helper reads a 
book. 

At St. Gilbert, a friend named Mike was 
especially courteous. "Want to do clay with 
me?" he asked a boy in green sweatpants. 
Mike lugged the huge container of clay to the 
table and started scraping oiit clay for his new 
friend. Together they sculpted with clay and 
got used to their first experience at SPRED. 
Mike decided to build a candle holder, and his 
adopted father helped over Mike's shoulder. 
The activity time is meant to give the children 
a chance to calm down and get accustomed to 
their surroundings. They are given a full hour 
to get used to their surroundings and become 
ready to receive the lesson. 

Each detail in the room is designed to 
welcome the children. "We need to give them 
a place where they can be who they are," said 
Kulig. The lighting is soft, an open cabinet 
holds toys to play with, a screen divides the 
play area from the sanctuary and a rest area 
with rocking chairs and pillows awaits sleepy 
friends. In the sanctuary, divided from the 
rest of the room by a screen and a semicircle 

w 

of chairs, there is an alter with an open Bible, 
flowers and a bird's nest. 

"They are a person, a child of God," 
explained Sister Schmitt, "and we help them 
see that." After the friends had finished their 
activities, Kulig invited each friend into the 
sanctuary. Kulig told the children that they 
would learn about God and Jesus, and that 
"Jesus comes to us through the Holy Bible." 






She picked up the Bible from the alter on the 
floor. Then Kulig showed each child the 
bird's nest next to the alter. She asked if they 
knew what it was, and the friends were excit- 
ed to see it so close. She said, "it is amazing 
that something as little as a bird made some- 
thing like this." The kicls looked at the nest, 
and sonie reached outTo'tduch it. "Birds 
grew up in this nest," she told them. "We are 
going to build a new family." 

Through this type of instruction Kulig 
hopes to teach a lesson about a "deeper reali- 
ty." Kulig said, "I grew up with it. My hope is 
to help these children without using text- 
books, but using real things they can touch." 
Instead of teaching a concrete lesson, she 
• wants to "sort of invoke a feeling." She 
believes that a feeling will teach the friends in 
her SPRED group something that Sunday 
school lessons could not, though she does 
use a curriculum. She explains that her 
daughter could memorize the Ten 
Commandments, but it would not mean any- 
thing to her. 

The SPRED community allows the devel- 
opmentally delayed to enjoy all the sacra- 
ments of the Catholic Church. Liturgy is spe- 
cially adapted so that they can participate. 
Based on the belief that everyone can glorify 
God, friends are encouraged to move and 
vocalize their worship however they feel. 
Following the service, friends and their 
helpers prepare a meal. They set the table, 
according to Kulig, to symbolize their partici- 
pation of the Lord's Table. The friends learn 
it by doing it. 

SPRED programs are held at Catholic 
parishes all over Lake County. For children 
ages 6-10, St. Gilbert in Grayslake and St. 
Patrick in Wadsworth have programs. St. 
Joseph in Libertyville, St. Paul the Apostle in 
Gurnee and St. Mary of Vernon in Vernon 
Hills hold programs for 1 1 - 16-year-olds. St. 
Peter in Antioch serves 17 - 21 -year-olds. For 
those 22 and older, there are programs at St. 
Dismas in Gurnee, Holy Family in Waukegan, 
St. Mary's in Lake Forest, Santa Maria Del 
Popolo in Mundelein and St. Joseph in 
Libertyville. *

Enter the Fist" is 
a movie that viewers will 
either love or hate, and I 
have to confess having a 
really good time watching this silly 
spoof of all the old martial arts 
movies made on a tight budget 
with lousy dubbing. 

In fact, the movie borrows 
footage from a 1976 film, "Tiger and 
Crane Fists," that likely had its own 
original poorly dubbed soundtrack. 

Steve Oedekerk, the film's 
writer, director and lead actor, dubs 
in new dialog while adding a cou- 
ple of characters to the original film 
to tell the story of a heroic figure 
out to avenge the death of his par- 
ents at the hands of the evil and 
legendary Master Pain. 

Much of the humor is adolescent 
and somewhat crude. The movie is 
rated PG- 13 for good reason. 

Some of the other humor may 
go over the heads of younger audi- 
ence members who were never 
subjected to some of the pre-1900s 
martial arts movies. 

My daughter didn't understand 
why it was funny that the dog could 
be seen barking but not heard for a 
good GO seconds, while I got a good 
chuckle out of it. She also thought it 
was just downright strange to have 
an Asian person's voice clubbed by 
someone with a deep southern 
accent from the United States. 

In the story, the "Chosen One" 
(Oedekerk) goes about his business 
of first finding-out (against whom 
he is to take vengeance,) and once 
that task is completed, finding him. 
Throughout his travels there are 
nonsensical conversations and odd 
product placements somewhat 
reminiscent of Monty Python 
though probably not as universally 

funny. 

The fight scene with the cow, 

from the movie's trailer, is certainly 

one of the highlights. Thankfully, 

the commercial was put together 

without using the entire fight so 
there is still a surprise or two left for 
the theater.

The Waukegan City Council was sched- 
uled at a Feb. 6 board meeting to elect a suc- 
cessor to Mayor Dan Drew, who died of a heart 
attack in the early morning hours of Jan. 30. 

The election would take place 
in executive session. • 

Mr. Drew, a Catholic, was an 
active member of St. Anastasia 
Church in Waukegan, where funer- 
al services on Monday drew an 
estimated 5,000 visitors. 

At press time the outcome of ' 

the election was not known. The 8- 

member council, by ordinance, 

would elect a successor, who 

would serve as mayor for the next 

16 months, until the next alder- 

manic election. Five votes would be needed to 
elect. 

The mayor would be paid $92,000 annually. 
In Waukegan, mayoral elections are stag- 
gered by two years, between aldermanic elec- 
tions, hopefully to ensure stability in city gov- 
ernment. Under the successor provision, the 
man or woman elected Wednesday night 
would have 16 months to establish him or 
herself, and after two years, could run against 
newcomers for a two-year term. 

The end of the two-year period, in the 

spring of 2005, would mark the final year of 

the four-year term that Mr. Drew was elected 

to in April 2001. 

In 2005, if the person elected this week is 
still mayor, he or she could decide to face 
challengers for a normal, 4 -year term. 

Waukegan 3rd Ward Aid. John Rickerd, a 
Republican with 12 years on the council; said 
the balance of power in the council, five 

Democrats and three Republicans, would like-

ly decide Drew's successor. 

That could mean that long-time 
Democrat council members, including 8th 
Ward Aid. Richard Hyde, and 6th Ward Aid. 
Larry TenPas, • were frontrunners going into 
the Wednesday night council meeting elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Drew died early on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 30 at Victory Memorial 
Hospital in Waukegan, only 10 
months into his first term of office. 
Mr. Drew, 53, left a wife, Peggy, and 
four grown children. 

Reports from city officials are that 
Mr. Drew, a diabetic, went into car- 
diac arrest at home early that 
morning and Waukegan Fire 
Department paramedics were 
called to the home, but were 
unable to resuscitate him. 
Paramedics rushed Mr. Drew to Victory 
Memorial Hospital in Waukegan at 4:20 a.m., 
where he was pronounced dead about an 
hour later. 

Kelly Link, in charge of the Mayor's Office 
of Special Events, said she had worked with 
Mr. Drew for nine years, since he was the city 
treasurer. Lynch said there were no indications 
that he was'having any problems in dealing 
with the long-term health problem of dia- 
betes. 

Mr. Drew's service to the City of 
Waukegan spanned 23 years. He was city col- 
lector from 1979 to 1985; and city treasurer 
from 1993 to 2001. He defeated Newton Finn 
for mayor, by a scant six votes, in the 
November 2000 general election. 

Prior to his becoming a public servant, Mr. 

Drew owned a business, Dan Drew Oil 
Company, and later served as customer ser- 
vice manager for Olson Oil Company in 

Waukegan.

Strachan (Vivian) Donnelley of New York City, 
N.Y.; Laura (John) Donnelley-Morton of Los 
Angeles, Ca.; 11 grandchildren; two great 
grandchildren; and her brother, George A. 
Ranney, Sr., of Libertyville. 

Mrs. Donnelley was preceded in death by 
her parents, George and Cornelia Ranney, and 
her husband.

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he problem with the current highly computerized, "scientif- 
ic" system of property assessing is that while computers can 
"think" (perform logical functions), they don't have any com- 
mon sense, 

Illinois has spent years depersonalizing the property assessment 
system on which the system of levying real estate taxes is based. For 
good reason. The old, pre-computer system, was fraught with in- 
equities and favoritism. Old-time assessors weren't above taking care 
of their friends and supporters and "sticking it" to political enemies. 
Today's assessors are professionals, trained and retrained in the as- 
sessing process, monitored and directed by the state and the county 
supervisor of assessments. Coupling assessing professionals with im- 
partial computers has produced a "fair" system. Or is it? 

Certainly not for Lake County homeowners who have experi- 
enced wildly escalating assessments, some up to 300 percent. Com- 
plaints are rampant over a "flawed" system. Not really. The system is 
working to perfection. If anything, flaws lie in the precepts and princi- 
pals laid down by human beings who designed the system, enacting 
the laws under which real estate assessing in Illinois operates. 

One problem, as we see it, is that the system relies too heavily on 
"comps"— comparative market prices— to determine valuations. As- 
sessing is mandated to reflect values. In neighborhoods or communi- 
ties where there is little sales activity, values tend to remain static. 
Where there is lots of sales activity, like many areas of Lake County 
where the same parcel can change hands every two years or so, as- 
sessing levels reflect the new values imposed by "activity." Boom times 
Have driven up values — and taxes — enormously. In the process, se- 
niors are experiencing real estate tax increases that literally are driving 
them out of their homes. What is frustrating, especially to citizens 
who have no intention of moving or remodeling, are so-called "specu- 
lative" assessments, valuations based on potential tear-downs where 
perfectly livable homes are purchased at going rates by wealthy buy- 
ers who tear them down to build larger, more expensive homes. Real 
estate values escalate quickly when computers factor in new market 
data never foreseen when existing systems were designed. 

When the human element was involved in assessing, allowances 
could be made for the "humane factors" that exist today. But not any 
more. 









What is needed in Lake County is some sort of "freeze" on valua- 
tions like that enacted in California years ago to protect seniors and 
residents who have no intention of moving. Cook County has enacted 
property tax relief for longtime homeowners in areas experiencing 
gentrification where sales volatility skyrockets taxes. 

County Board Hep. Larry Leafblad (R-Highland Lake), chairman 
of the Building, Zoning and Planning Committee, is advocating state 
legislation to correct antiquated assessing laws. All well and good, but 
that might take too long. Like County needs to follow Cook County's 
HELP program— Homeowner Exemption for Long-term Properties. 

Money-hungry taxing bodies won't like tax relief measures im- 
posed by frozen assessments or HELP plans. But a system that drives 
people out of their homes can't be tolerated. That's a big-time flaw 
that has to be corrected in a hurry.

Gonsider yourself fortunate if you reside in a community 
where there will not be a tax referendum question on the bal- 
lot March 19. All in all, in our locality, there are 13 districts 
asking for education fund rate increases. In Lake County, all 
public schools never have enough money, even wealthy districts. So, 
you might be on the list next time. 

Because education rate questions are complicated and difficult to 
explain, school officials are reluctant to go to the taxpayers and ask for 
more money. Really. Residents of Antioch and Grayslake high school 
districts have to go back to the 1980s, for example, the last time the 
education rate which covers all non-brick and mortar expenditures 
was increased. 

In this day and age, it's a wonder an educational rate ever gets 
raised. There's only one reason why people vote to hike the education- 
al rate in their local school district— improve education. On the other 
hand, there are a variety of reasons to vote no— aversion to higher tax- 
es, opposition to school policies, registering opposition to cost of pub- 
lic education, dislike of school officials or teachers, satisfaction with 
status quo.

Feelings are important, and we do need to 

help our kids learn to express them in a 
healthy way/I'm not sure that misbehaving is 
one of those ways. I respect.your concern for 
not wanting to squelch your child's expres- 
sion, however, I think you are fallingprey to 
one of the most insidious forms of future 
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killers for kids. Your child should learn to ' • 
express feelings, but appropriately. If a child 
learns to act but every time he feels frustrated 

will continue to do that through-

or angry, he will a 

out life with everyone he meets. No one will 

put up with that for long. 

Most likely, tliis is why you are seeing the 
bad behavior grow. He is'not experiencing 
anything to stop the progression towards act- 
ing out. In other words, it is more profitable for 
hirri to act out than for him hot • .' 
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Additionally, do not confuse anger with 

frustration and intolerance. The way that you 
or I think of anger may not be the way your 
child feels it. Usually, the tantrums I have seen 
and have heard described are about the child ■ 
not getting his way. They are basically a power 
play to get parents scared and to back down so 
ultimately the desired goal is reached by the 
child. This has absolutely nothing to do with 
the real emotion of anger. Unfortunately, most 

i ill i -J r' it > .' • 

parents do get scared and back down very 
quickly and .the child learns that this is the way 
to get what he wants*. From that point on, the 
tantrums grow bigger and bigger and bigger. 
When most parents think that anger is the 
issue for their child, most kids are really feeling 
frustration and intolerance. Imagine the mes- 
sage we give to them when we give in to their 
frustration and intolerance. We are telling 
them that it's o.k. to act that way. We are also 
giving them the clear message that everyone 
will be just as quick to back down as we were. 

Let's talk about how to approach this tiling 
from a logical and appropriate standpoint. My 
view and what I usually recommend to par- 
ents in my office is that behavior needs to be 
maintained 1st and then, after the child is 
calm, discussion can happen about feelings. 
That discussion should also help the child 
build skills for dealing with this type of thing 
the next time. So, 1st, whatever behavior pro- 
gram that uses appropriate consequences, 
needs to be put in place to be used to get the ' 
behavior under control, regardless of the rea- 
son for it. After the behavior is in control, and 
the behavior has cost something appropriate, 
a discussion should happen between parent 
and child. The parent should reinforce and 
help the child understand that the goal was 
not attained by the tantrum. The discussion 
should be mostly the parent asking the child 
questions to bring him around to the points 
the parent wants to make. There is far more 
learning that goes on when the child has to 
think to answer questions than when you lec- 
ture him. It may take several times for 
this chain of events to occur before the child 
automatically picks the right decision during a 
time when bad behavior could occur. The next 
time the same situation comes up and your 
t child begins to react the right way, you will 
want to congratulate your child on a good 
decision. If the child is not sure of what to do, 
you might want to help him to think: 
of the 2 choices available to him at the time 
(i.e.: staying calm, getting good recognition . 
and getting to go on with the rest of the day 
without a problem or the appropriate punish- 
ment for the wrong decision.! When he makes 
a good decision, let him know how proud you 
are. If he makes the bad decision, follow up 
consistently and appropriately.

If a child 
learns to act out every. time he feels frustrated 
or angry, he will continue to do that through- 
out life with everyone he meets. No one will 
put up with that for long.

Additionally, do not confuse anger with 
frustration and intolerance. The way that you 
or I think of anger may not be the way your 
child feels it. Usually, the tantrums I have seen 
and have heard described are about the child 
not getting his way. They are basically a power 
play to get parents scared and to back down so" 
ultimately the desired goal is reached by the 
child. This has absolutely nothing to do with 
the real emotion of anger. Unfortunately, most 
parents do get scared and back down very 
quickly and -die child learns that this is the way 
to get what he wants*. From that point on, the 
tantrums grow bigger and bigger and bigger. 
When most parents think that anger is the 
issue for their child, most kids are really feeling 
frustration and intolerance. Imagine the mes- 
sage we give to them when we give in to their 
frustration and intolerance. We are telling 
them that it s o.k, to act that way. We are also 
giving them the clear message that everyone 
will be just as quick to back down as we were. 

Let's talk about how to approach this tiling 

from a logical and appropriate standpoint. My 
view and what I usually recommend to' par- 
ents in my office is that behavior needs to be 
maintained 1st and then, after the child is 
calm, discussion can happen about feelings. 
That discussion should also help the child 
build skills for dealing with this type of tiling 
the next time. So, 1st, whatever behavior pro- 
gram that uses appropriate consequences, 
needs to be put in place to be used to get the ' 
behavior under control, regardless of the rea- 
son for it. After the behavior is in control, and 
the behavior has cost something appropriate, 
a discussion should happen between parent 
and child. The parent should reinforce and , 
help the child understand that the goal was 
not attained by the tantrum. The discussion 
should be mostly the parent asking the child 
questions to bring him around to the points 
the parent wants to make. There is far more 
learning that goes on when the child has to 
think to answer questions than when you lec- 
ture him. It may take several times for 
mis chain of events to occur before the child 
automatically picks the right decision during a 
time when bad behavior could occur. The next 
time the same situation comes up and your 
child begins to react die right way, you will 
want to congratulate your child on a good 
decision. If the child is not sure of what to do, 
you might want to help him to think 
of the 2 choices available to him at the time 
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(i.e.: staying calm, getting good recognition 
and getting to go on with the rest of the day 
without a problem or the appropriate punish- 
ment for the wrong decision.) When he makes 
a good decision, let him know how proud you 
are. If he makes the bad decision, follow up 
consistently and appropriately. 

By doing it this way, you are teaching him 
that he is allowed to feel any way he wants to 
about things, but he is not allowed to do any- 
thing he wants with those feelings. There is a 
big difference between squelching behavior 
and squelching feelings. This is called setting 
limits. 

Those limits will help his success level now 
and in his future and make his transitions in 
life much smoother. So, don't feel guilty about 
using discipline first and talking later. As long 
as you get to the talking 

part, you are being a good, responsible parent 
who does not want to teach the wrong con- 
nections to your child.

Help Wanted

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Toughest Interview Question May Be 
Easy To Answer By Scott T. Fleischmmm 

As an Interviewer I have thousands of Interviews under 
my belt (which may be the reason that my licit size keeps 
increasing.) An Issue that continues to surprise me is that 
my first question to a candidate is usually the toughest for 
them. After introducing myself and doing everything pos- 
sible to make the candidate feel comfortable, 1 ask what 
seems to me to be a simple open ended question like "So 
tell me about yourself." 

At thai point I often see the candidates eyes widen in ter- 
ror. Then, in most cases I noticed a significant quiver of 
the upper lip. At first 1 was confused, but after several of 
these experiences I realized that the question caused that 
fear. To me that should have been the easiest question of 
the interview. However, to most candidates, it seemed to 
be the most difficult. 

After several of these experiences I asked friends and 
family for Input about why that question was so terrifying. 
They gave me two answers. Firstly, they pointed out that 
they did not know specifically what the interviewer 
expected in the answer. Secondly, most of them wanted 
to make a good impression so that they would get the job, 
yet they did not want to appear boastful. They didn't 
know how to achieve the right balance. 

That second consideration is a healthy concern that Is 
caused by the boastful, self-centered society in which we 
live. Unfortunately, we see athletes, actors, politicians and 
others who take credit for ever)' accomplishment that has 
occurred since the great flood 5000 years ago. Although 
that may impress the general public, I don't know of any 
interviewers who are favorably inclined to boastful eandi- i 
dates. In fact, arrogance rates high on the lis* of reasons £ 
that candidates are not hired. 

Candidates are expected to have a healthy understanding 
of how their contributions lit Into the more global com- 
pany goals. They are also expected to understand how 
others have contributed and the teamwork that was 
required for the accomplishment of that goal. Most inter- 
viewers respect humility not arrogance. 

In response to the other concern, the Interviewer is look- 
ing for a place to start. You can assume that he or she has 

read your resume or application and is interested enough 

to talk to you. You can also assume that they have a list of 

specific questions that they will want to ask. Hut first they 

arc giving you an opportunity to share your values, 

motives, and experiences. They want to start with those 

issues In your life that have had an effect on you. Although 

they will be most Interested in work experiences, any 

experience that helps -them to understand your goals, 

motives and values Is appreciated. 

Next week we will learn how to plan for this question 

and we will look at the best format for answering this and 

all other questions.

Q B I have heen searching for a job for several months. 
■ Interviewing has become a chore, I interview on my own, 
through employment and search firms and have come up empty 
handed for the past 5 months. I find myself filing out more appli- 
cations and sending out more resumes then actually being inter- 
viewed. I seem to go into companies where receptionists just 
hand me an application that 1 wonder if they are actually passing 
on to the appropriate parities. 1 had an encounter today at a com- 
pany called (name withheld) that angered me so I just had to 
write. 1 contacted the company last week and was ibid to come in 
at a specific time which I did. I was greeted by the receptionist 
and told to have a scat and fill out the application. I followed her 
Instructions and when I was through, told her I was finished. She 
asked for my application and a copy of my resume and I went 
back to my seal. After 5 minutes she turned to me and said, "Is 
there something more I can do for you?" My response was that 1 
was waiting to be interviewed. She proceeded to tell me that the 
company was not hiring at this time and that they would keep my 
application and resume on file. I could not believe that a compa- 
ny would actually set up an appointment for someone to come in 
and not interview them. I was so angry that 1 look my application 
and resume back from her and ripped them up in front of her. I 
told her that I would never work for a company who dragged peo- 
ple in their door for an appointment and not give them the cour- 
tesy of an interview. What are your thoughts on this incident? 
V.I I. (via email) 

A B Your experience was an unfortunate one for you, I have to 
■ say that the company should have initially told you that you 
would simply he filling out an application that day, and not be 
interviewed. Perhaps they failed to do so or perhaps they did and 
you didn't understand that. I can't guess. The manner in which you 
chose to handle it from there was not professional. To stand and rip 
up your application in front of someone who obviously had no con- 
trol over any interviews was just not right. The receptionist was 
more than likely following the orders she had been given. To have 
caused a scene I'm sure put your name at the top of that companies 
list of outstanding candidates . . . NOT. Just for your knowledge 
there are corporations that have special entrances for job applicants 
to walk In and fill out applications with or without an invitation to 
do so. With unemployment where it is at, this trend is far from 
uncommon. So you need to get with the program and curb your atti- 
tude when things don't go exactly as planned. The receptionist you 
alienated may have turned your completed resume in to the appro- 
priate person, and you may have been contacted later in the after- 
noon for an actual interview. While that is highly unlikely given the 
way you reacted in destroying your application and resume. I was 
recently a guest speaker at a forum attended by college students 
who were interested in my opinion of what one main attraction 
employers look for in candidates that set them apart from ihc rest 
when applying for positions. My answer to them was simply that 
there was no ONE attraction that can actually be pinpointed as 
companies vary in their needs, so 1 rather explained that if I had to 
focus on one area for them at all, it would be the power of a good 
attitude.

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Several divisions of recruits at Great Lakes 
are wearing what could become the future of 
Navy footwear. 

In an effort to reduce me number of Sailors 
suffering from stress fractures and lower 
extremity injuries, the Navy is conducting tests 
using a new safety shoe at Recruit Training 
Command (RTQ. 

"The past two to three years the Navy has 
modified aspects of (recruit) training to reduce 
musculoskeletal injuries," said Navy Physical 
Training Consultant Cmdr. Kerry Thompson. 
"Naturally, we began looking at footwear." 

Safety shoes are one of three pairs of shoes 
recruits are issued at die start of basic training. 
Tennis shoes and dress shoes are the others. Of 
all three pairs, safety shoes are the primary 
footwear used aboard ship. 

"The current shoe has a hard rigid sole," 
Thompson said. "The legs and bones are 
absorbing a lot of the shock." 

Designed with a softer sole, the Navy pur- 
chased 2,000 pairs of the test shoe and began 
distributing them to the first divisions of 
recruits in December last year. Each recruit 
who receives a pair of die test shoes will keep 
them for their entire time at basic training and 
return them before departing RTC. 

Basic training was ideal for testing die new 
shoes because of the amount of time recruits 
spend on their feet. According to Thompson, 



Navy recruits march an average of 25 miles per 
week, more than any other branch of basic 

training. 

"It's mosdy due to the logistics of the base 
and the physical training six days a week." 

With a higher incidence of stress fractures 
in women, most of the test shoes will be given 
to female recruits. The results will help testers 
determine if the shoe makes a difference. 

In addidon to the female recruits, one divi- 

sion of male recruits (70 to 80 men) will receive 
the shoes. 

One hurdle mat testers are already antici- 
pating is die test shoes come without a steel 
toe, a necessity for them to be considered 
authorized safety footwear. 

"Having a steel toe won't change die (test) 
results," Thompson said. "It was just a matter 
of cost. We would put die steel toe in before it 
becomes shipboard acceptable." 

It will be at least another six months before 
all 2,000 shoes are worn and the final results of 
the test are in. . • 

"If the boots work dien we have to ask if it's 
wordi the money it will cost each year for all 
recruits to get them," Thompson said. /'We'll 
give CNET (Chief of Naval Education and 
Training) the answer then we'll have to get 
together with NEXCOM (Navy Exchange 
Service Command) and clodiing issue to make 
a decision."
